THE ORATORY OF ST. PHILIP NERI. 


N April 18, 1923, on the Feast of the Solemnity of St. Joseph, just one year 
ago, the foundation of the Congregation of the Oratory of St. Philip Neri in 
the United States received approbation from the Supreme Pontiff, when the 
founder was received in private audience by His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, who 
blessed the new foundation and himself signed the brief of approval. The Ora- 
tory was accordingly established in this country several months ago at Sum- 
mit, New Jersey. 

The Congregation of the Oratory was founded in 1564 at Rome by Philip 
Neri, a young man of learned and noble family, who gathered his disciples | 
about him at the Church of S. Giralomo. Later the community obtained from the Pope | 
the Church of S. Maria in Vallicella, now rebuilt and known as the Chiesa Nuova. | 
Animated by an extraordinary zeal for the salvation of souls, St. Philip and h 
disciples actually accomplished in their day a spiritual regeneration of Rome. 
voted to the threefold means of prayer, preaching, and the sacraments, the saint labored 
to revive a due observance in carrying out the public liturgy of the Church, to awaken [Fj 

dead souls out of the stultified artificiality of his age, and to encourage the frequent re- 1 

ception of the sacraments as the means of final salvation. St. Philip is recognized as one ||| 

of the patrons of Catholic youth, and to this day in Rome he shares in the popularity | 

and even in the title of SS. Peter and Paul, Apostles. . 

The Oratorians have now established houses in nearly all parts of the world and, 
besides their other labors, their work in conducting higher class schools is well known 
abroad, the schools most familiar to English-speaking Catholics being those perhaps of Ui 
the Brompton Oratory and the Birmington Oratory at Edgbaston.

dier General. He rapidly cleared 
West Virginia of the Confederates, de- 
feated Gen. Floyd at Carnifex Ferry, 
Tenn., September 10, 1861, and Gen- 
Price at Suka, Miss., on Sept. 19 fol- 
lowing. 


If the latter victory were not as de- | 


cisive as Grant expected, it still cast 
no shadow upon the rising sun of 
Rosecrans’ fame. The battle of Cor- 
inth showed him a splendid stategist, 
and resulted in a momentous defeat 
for the Confederates. In 1862 Rose- 
crans succeeded General Buell in com- 
mand of the Army of the Cumberland. 
His great victories were Stone River 
and Murfreesboro.

In a Church Almanac for ' publi 
Buenos Aires for the whole archdiocese, the following words 
are addressed to the Catholics of the Province: “It is well 
known that the poor are not obliged to pay anything on the 
occasion of a baptism or marriage; but this favor should 
not be abused, since parishes in our country have no other 
source of revenue than the voluntary offerings of the faith- 
ful. In the end these offerings signifivant. Those 
who say that they do not get married in the church on ac- 
count of the expense are not telling the truth.” 

Enemies of the Catholic Church are fond of telling how 
the poor people are “bled” by the clergy of South America. 
On our recent visit there we took the trouble to examine 
into the truthfulness of the charge and found it to be wholly 
baseless. In most of the South American Republics the peo, 
ple pay absolutely nothing towards the support of the 
Church: not even an Offertory collection is taken up on Sun- 
day. Since the people usually get married only once in their 
lifetime, even a ten or twelve dollar fee would be a meagre 
“once for all time” contribution towards the support of the 
clergy. But there is “no fee” for the very poor, and an 
offering of six “Soles”—less than $3.00—is what the ordin- 
ary poor are expected to give. More is asked when the 
bridal couple insists on pomp, but why should it not be so? 

We saw in the sacristies of churches 
the wall containing directions for the clergy, and it is clearly 
specified that baptisms, funerals, and marriages of the real 
poor must be performed gratis. The reason why many peo- 
ple do not have a church marriage is that the State requires 
a civil marriage, which itself is costly, and indifferent Cath- 
olics are often satisfied with that.
